Washington, Aug. 25 (.TS—Tho 
Senate Finance Committee voted 
today to broaden the income tax 
base by lowering exemptions from 
$2,000 to $1,500 for married per­ 
sons and from $800 to $750 for 
single individuals. 
Senator Clark <D-Mo), a com­ 
m ittee member, told reports that 
the vote for the lower exemptions 
was “substantial.'’ 
The 
lower exemptions would 
bring an additional 6,000.000 per­ 
sons under the income tax struc­ 
ture and would add between $300,- 
000,000 and $350,000,000 to federal 
revenues. Most of 
the increase 
would come from persons already 
paying income taxes. 
President Roosevelt vetoed to­ 
day legislation to freeze govern­ 
ment stocks of wheat and cotton, 
declaring it to he contrary’ “to 
sound governmental policy’’ and 
to the long-time best interests of 
both farmers and consumers. 
In a message to the House, the 
Chief Executive said it was his 
conviction that approval of the 
measure “would seriously and ad­ 
versely affect the agricultural ad­ 
justm ent program and the attend­ 
ant policies which have been so 
beneficial to our farmers during 
the past few years.” 
The bill also would have guar­ 
anteed a price for peanuts of 85 
per cent of parity. (Parity is the 
price designed to give farmers pur­ 
chasing powers equivalent to that 
of the 1909-14 period». 
Mr. Roosevelt termed particular 
objectionable a provision directing 
the commodity credit corporation 
to acquire title to all cotton and 
wheat of the 1940 and previous 
crops in which it has an interest 
and hold them tor an indefinite 
period. 
Producers, consumers, and con­ 
gress have accepted as fair and 
reasonable, Mr. Roosevelt said, the 
parity price goal of the adminis­ 
trations farm policy. And he said 
he did not feel farmers would want 
this acceptance 
“destroyed” 
by 
action designed 
to 
force 
prices 
above parity "through the arbi­ 
trary withholding of government- 
owned stocks 
from 
the 
normal 
channels of trade and commerce." 
Noting that parity was only one 
of two elements of income, with 
volume of sales comprising the 
other, the Chief Executive told 
the House that ’he ultimate effect 
of the bill would be to restrict 
the volume of products sold and 
thus shrink the use of and the

for

commodities. 
Moreover, he said, no one can fore­ 
see. in times like these, how soon 
government-owned stocks may be 
needed 
The President contended that 
the commodity credit corporation 
should be free to dispose in an or­ 
derly manner of commodities ac­ 
quired under federal 
loan 
pro­ 
grams.

(By The Associated Press) 
Three thousand workers, van­ 
guard of 18,000, headed back to 
work today under navy manage­ 
ment at the plant of the Federal 
Shipbuilding and Drydock Com­ 
pany in Kearny, N. J. 
C. I. O.'s Industrial Union of 
Marine and Shipbuilding Workers, 
who tied up half a billion dollars 
of ship construction with their 
strike call August 7, voted yester­ 
day to end their walkout in view’ of 
President Roosevelt's order S at­ 
urday that the navy take over the 
yards.

The union will negotiate with j 
the navy over its demand for a

This clause was 
what the company to balk at ac­ 
cepting a national mediation board 
recommendation for settlem ent of 
the dispute. 
Ended also yesterday was an 
A. F. L. strike which had tied 
up Detroit buses and street cars 
since last Wednesday. The Amal­ 
gamated 
Association of Street, 
Electric Railway and Motor Coach 
Operators agreed to resume work 
pending an election to determine 
whether a m ajority of the transit 
workers wish to lie represented 
by that union or C. I. O.’s State, 
County and Municipal W orkers of 
America. 
The A. F. L. called the strike to 
support a demand that it ho re­ 
cognized as sole bargaining agent.

which had threatened a tieup in 
seven Great Lakes yards of the

to a bargaining election. In this 
case the A. F. L., seeking sole 
bargaining rights, had threatened 
to call its members off production 
on $25,000,OOO of defense orders. 


Washington, Aug. 25 (A*)—W ork­ 
ers are leaving W.P.A. jobs volun­ 
tarily at the rate of 100,000 a 
month, officials disclosed today, 
but still to be solved is the prob­ 
lem of what to do with 1,000,000 
who have been on the waiting list 
since spring. 
Another source of worry for 
W.P.A. heads, whose appropria­ 
tions for the current fiscal year 
was slashed sharply, are 1,000,000 
persons who government officials 
and labor representatives estim ­ 
ate will be thrown out of work by 
defense priority claims on m ater­ 
ials. 
Last year the W.P.A. received 
$1,350,000,000 and maintained an 
average of 1,700,000 workers. This 
year it got $875,000,000. To make 
the money last the full 12 months 
it has cut the number of workers 
1,410.928 in June to 1,041,734 in 
the middle of August. 
The W.P.A. says the cut was 
achieved with very little “notice­ 
able” 
hardship 
on 
those 
dis­ 
charged. but added that state and 
local direct relief lists had ceased 
to drop as a result.

When the news announced after 
a rapid-fire delivery blurted “and 
that ends the news” the voice was 
clearly heard in Britain shouting: 
“But the lying will continue to­ 
morrow’.”

These officials measured 
the youngsters from all describable 
angles and from all this laborious 
work arrived at a set of standards 
that should make things easier tor 
fathers and mothera who have to 
buy children’* clothe*.

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SMALL BUSINESSMAN 
For the third time the cry has gone up 
I 
that the small businessman in America is in , 
danger of extinction or of suffering serious J 
financial consequences I localise of New Deal 
( 
legislation or policy. Tile so-called Rmall 
businessman first complained when the KRA 
‘ 
was adopted. 
The second complaint came with the tax I 
provision which made it virtually necessary 
that business concerns pass out the greater 
part of their earning in the way of divi­ 
dends. It was pointed out that this law 
worked greatly to the advantage of the big | 
corporations. 
These two complaints of the small busi­ 
nessman were taken care of by the Supreme 
Court and by Congress. But now a third 
difficulty has arisen and it is one which has 
to do with the defense program. It is pointed 
out that most of tho defense orders are going 
to approximately fifty giant firms in the 
United States and that small business is 
being left out on a limb. Not only dot's the 
little business man face the prospect of get­ 
ting no defense orders, hut he is confronted 
with the probability that he will lie unable 
to get material to carry on his ordinary 
business because of defense priority de­ 
mands. Furthermore, with a lot of durable 
goods now to lie put on the unnecessary list 
because of the demands of defense it is 
doubtful whether he can find a market for j 
his wares even if he manufactures them. 
Warning of the danger of present condi­ 
tions to small businessmen the country over, 
Joseph W. Martin. Jr., minority leader of the 
national House of Representatives, recently 
announced the appointment of a committee 
of Republican congressmen to study this sub­ 
ject of the perils confronting small business 
today. He declared that small business is 
tieing deprived of a fair share of arms con­ 
tracts and is tieing strangled by priorities as 
well as stifled by regulations and taxes. He 
added that unless present administration 
policies arc reversed at Washington the small 
businessman is in danger of tieing w iped off 
the economic map. He added: 
“Surveys show that small businesses em­ 
ploying less than 200 workers comprise 99 
lier cent of all business and handle 65 i*»r 
cent of the nation’s commerce. The loss of 
the major portion of these would la* a great 
calamity and would lie especially deadly in 
the period which will follow* the close of the 
war.” 
There is no question that small business 
is now* facing grim times because of the dif­ 
ficulties enumerated above and something 
will have to Ik* done about it unless we are 
to face a very serious situation within a year 
or two. 


STREET PARKING 
“I have just completed a trip to the Mid­ 
dle West and hack,” writes an eastern man. 
“I covered more than 1,000 miles and passed 
through dozens of cities, large and small. 
Most of these cities have found the answer 
to their parking problem. They have placed 
meters on all streets bearing heavy traffic. 
The result is twofold. The city collects reve­ 
nue on its public property, and there is an 
amazing amount of space, since there is a 
price on it. And there is no waste of prop­ 
erty in a business section.” 
So another of the long-insoluble problems 
of city life finds its solution. 
Congested 
streets become uncongested and down-town 
traffic and life become pleasant again, and 
the city actually makes a profit from the 
reform. And the question naturally arises, 
whether some of our other I ta filing civic 
problems might not be capable of easy and 
pleasant solution, if people once put their 
minds on them and acted with courage and 
logic.

Don’t Make Beds Immediately 
During sleep there is an increased 
rate of breakdown of the fats in the 
surface of the body, and also con­ 
siderable 
insensible 
perspiration 
which clings to the bedclothes, and 
which m ay penetrate the mattress. 
The bed needs a good airing for an 
hour or so each morning after it 
has been occupied, in order to keep 
it sweet. 
The first thing to do aft­ 
er getting out of bed is to throw 
the clothes, completely off the m at­ 
tress, and open the bedroom win­ 
dows for a couple of hours. More 
fresh air is needed by the bed in 
the morning than by the sleeper the 
night before. The mattress needs a 
weekly bath in the direct sunlight. 


Acid and Oranges 
University of California scientists 
find that acid soils are essential for 
citrus trees. A long-continued satis­ 
factory growth of orange trees was 
found to be unlikely in soils w-hich 
are on the alkaline side. It has been 
pointed out by other scientists that 
the alkaline soil content is likely to 
increase with irrigation, some alkali 
settling out of the water as the lat­ 
ter evaporates. Iron sulphate, it is 
said, is now being used in place of 
aluminum sulphate for acidifying 
soils.

Iran Invasion 
Termed (treat 
Strategic Move 
—— — 
I

The 
Anglo-Russian 
move 
in 
lending expeditionary forces info 
Iran (Persia), in order to prevent 
that country from becoming a base 
for Nazi operations, represents a 
momentous strategic move. 
I his invasion was hastened by 
the 
Nazi 
advance 
across 
the 
Ukraine toward the Persian fron­ 
tier along the Caucasus a drive 
which splicers to contemplate the 
occupation of Persia. Britain and 
the Soviet 
acted, after ample 
warning, when the Persian gov­ 
ernment refused to comply with a 
demand for the expulsion of a 
large number of German residents, 
lauded by the Allies as flfth-col- 
umnista who w ere preparing to co- 
ojierate with the Nazi army. 
Not only is Hitler headed for 
Persia by way of the Caucasus, 
but there have been indications 
that tie might attack Turkey and 
• loss into Persia along that route. 
Much would depend on the success 
of his present offensive against the 
Reds in tho Ukraine. 
One reason why the fuehrer 
wants Persia is because it is rich 
in nil, an essential of which he is 
badly in need. He is equally con­ 
cerned, however, w ith the strategic 
importance in further prosecution 
of the war. 
Persia is Russia's lifeline to the 
Persian Gulf, as has tieon explain­ 
ed in this column before. With 
the Baltic .and Black Seas virtual­ 
ly closed to shipping, and tho far 
eastern port of Vladivostok of ra ­ 
ther doubtful value because of the 
Japanese erisi. this Persian route 
may easily become vital for the 
movement of American and B rit­ 
ish war supplies into the Soviet. 
From 
the 
British standpoint 
there is a m atter of even greater 
concern than that. Persia would 
provide the Nazis with a base from 
which they could strike at India 
or drive across the middle east 
against Egypt and the Suez canal. 
Whatever way you look at it, 
the loss of Persia to the Nazis 
I would represent a real disaster for 
the Allies. 
The Persian government has had 
the reputation of tieing pro-Brit­ 
ish, or at least exceedingly friend­ 
ly. For this reason there has boon 
speculation as to whether Teheran 
would carry out its threat of re­ 
sisting invasion. In any event, re­ 
sistance or no resistance, the Allies 
would seem lMnmd to carry out 
their occupation of the country, as 
a m atter of self-preservation. 
It wont lie surprising if this 
sensational Anglo-Russum occupa­ 
tion of Persia has a restraining in­ 
fluence on the Japanese in the far 
eastern 
crisis 
Anything which 
tends to hurt the German chances 
of winning the war is bound to 
make Japan more cauf ions about 
challenging the United States and 
Britain. 
In connection with this critical 
situation I was much struck yes­ 
terday I>\ British Premier Church­ 
ill s employment of the formal 
term 
"negotiations’ to describe 
com i is a (ions lietween Washington 
and Tokyo. I rejiorted to you Sat- 
uiday that the position seemed a 
bit i osier, but that wasn't based 
on knowledge of any ‘‘negotia­ 
tions, 
although diplomatic ex­ 
changes have boon going forward. 
Mr. Churchill may have thrown 
m u h ht on the subject. W hat he 
said was: 
The United States are laboring 
with infinite patience to arrive at 
a lair and amicable settlement 
which will give Japan the utmost 
reassurance for her legitimate in­ 
terests. 
We earnestly hope th at 
these negotiations wall succeed.” 
TI 
is doubly interesting when 
coup I 'd with a statem ent Saturday 
night by the Japanese ambassador 
to \\,iv ington, Admiral Nomura. 
Ile declared that the conflict be­ 
tween America and Japan "m ust 
lie bridged’ and that he had "a 
very st long conviction that it will 
lie, although he didn't know just 
how. 
Mr. Churchill supplemented his 
statement about the negotiations 
with the declaration that if hopes 
•or ti 
SUCCI s fail, then "we 
shall, of course, range ourselves 
unhesitatingly at the side of the 
I nited 
States '
